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COTTON  PBODUCTION  IN  VIHGINIA,    1928-1937 


-  By  Counties  - 

The  acreage  planted  to   cotton  in  Virginia  during  the  pr«»t  ten 
years  has  varied  from  92,000  acres  in  1930  to  53,000  acres  in  1935.     The 
small  acreage  in  1935  resulted  from  acreage  reductions  under  contract 
with  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,   and  from  unfavorable 
weather  conditions  daring  the  season,  which  resulted  in  such  a  poor  stand 
that  mach  cotton  was  plowed  up  and  planted  to  other  crops.     Appro ximately 
10,000  acres  of  cotton  were  plowed  up  under  the  terms  of  the  first  cotton 
program  in  1933. 

The  yield  per  acre  daring  this  period  ranged  from  230  pounds  in 
1932  to  313  pounds  in  1931.     Weather  conditions  during  1932  were  un- 
favorable for  cotton  as  the  early  season  was  dry  and  cool,  which  resulted 
in  a  poor  stand  and  a  slow  start.     Rainfall  during  the   growing:  season 
was  below  average   so  that  the  plants  were   small  and  had  fewer  bolls  thaa 
usual,   and  weevil  damage  was  the  heaviest  on  record  up  to  that  time. 
Yields  since  1932  have  been  above  the  10-year  average  due  to  increased 
use  of  fertilizer  and  the  planting  of  the  more  fertile   fields. 

Production  of  cotton  is  expressed  in  500  pound  equivalent  gross 
wei^t  bales,  and  has  varied  from  48,000  bales  in  1928  to  33,000  bales  in 
1936. 

From  1930  through  1933  cotton  acreage  increased  more  rapidly 
in  the  western  than  in  the  eastern  counties,  because  low  prices  of  flue- 
cured  tobacco  made  cotton  more  profitable  then  tobacco.      Since  1933  the 
cotton  acreage  in  the  tobacco   section  has  declined  as  tobacco  prices 
have  inproved. 

The  estimates  of  production  are  based  upon  the  ginning: s  within 
each  county  as  reported  to  the  U.    S.   Bareau  of  the  Census,   with  adjust- 
ments for  cross-county  movement  of  seed  cotton. 

The  estimates  of  acreage  planted  are  based  upon  the  Censuses  of 
1925,  1930,   and  1935,   available  data  from  the  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Administration  for  the  years  1933  to  1937,   inclusive,   current  reports 
from,  crop  reporters,   and  measurements  with  the  crop  meter. 

The  estimates  of  yield  per  acre  are  based  upon  yields  comouted 
ftom  acres  and  bales  reported  to   the  Census  Bareau  in  Census  years,   and 
upon  current  reports  from  crop  reporters  relating  to  yield  in  that  year. 

The  estimates  of  acreage  planted  and  of  yield  per  acre  were  then 
reconciled  with  the  estimates  of  production  in  such  manner  th?t  a  consis- 
tent series  of  estimates  of  acreage  and  yield  per  acre  resulted.
